Stories of the War

To Detect Submarines.
It will make submarines valueless

against battleships In warfare, and will
render still greater service in time ot
peace by insuring ships against col-
lisions at sea, either with one another
or with Icebergs. That Is the claim
put forward for an invention known
as the Fessenden electria oscillator,
which takes its name from Professor
R. A Fessenden, whose idea, after
various severe tests, is being adopted
by --European Powers. -

Briefly, the Fessenden oscillator is a
submarine sounding apparatus, fixed to
vessels that send and receive signals
through water, not through the air.
These signals travel more swiftly than
they would through the sir, since
sound moves through the water at a
rate of 4400 feet per second, while
through the air It moves at the rats
of only 1100 feet a second.

For some time vast submarine bells
have been used with excellent results
on lightships and buoys, and to some
extent on moving vessels,, their warn-
ing being transmitted for miles
through the water, and it was while
trying to extend the usefulness of
these submarine bells that Professor
Fessenden evolved his present electric
oscillator and solved the - problem of
protecting .vessels from collisions . at
sea. ,

His system of submarine signalling
is really a kind of water wireless. A
vessel fitted with a couple of these os-

cillators or ears is able to hear for a
distance of several miles any disturb-
ing influence in the water. Further-
more, by means of these instruments
it is able to send messagea through
the water itself, just as messages by
wireless are dispatched and received.
That is to say, a battleship equipped
with such instruments could talk to
its own submarines miles away and
submerged, and could actually direct
their movement .against enemies' ves-
sels.

Already setveral . "Amrican battle-
ships have "been fitted with these os-

cillators, and the tests to which they
have been subjected have proved that
they are in every way to be relied
upon. The oscillator makes It possible
for a - ship's officer to hear the pro-
peller movements of an enemy's sub-
marine. These propeller-sound- s can
be distinguished at a distance of two
miles, while with a sound-amplifyi- ng

device the distance may be ex-
tended to five miles or more.
. Had the Titanlo been fitted with such
an apparatus as the Fessenden oscil-
lator, it might have received a definite
signal of the presence of an Iceberg,
for the mechanism of the apparatus,
which is placed in the bold of the ship

one oscillator on each side is so
delicate that it is possible to detect
an iceberg within a radius of a couple
of miles.

There is no doubt, according- to
naval experts, that the Feesenden es-
calator will revolutionize naval strate-
gy, for it is obvious that a battleship
which can control the movements of
submerged submarines has an enor-
mous advantage over the ships of the
enemy. A single cruiser, accompanied
by half a dozen deadly craft steam-
ing far below the surface and able to
manoeuvre at the dictation of the
mother ship, which can see what Is
going on, might essUy wipe out a
whole squadron of dreadnoughts un-
protected against this new danger.

The educational authorities grant an
enlisting teacher a leave of abeenee
for the duration of the war and guar-
antee him reinstatement without detri-

Dietaries Artillery Fire Csn Bs Heard
Interesting light on the question

how far heavy artillery fire can beneara is given oy Dr. coerr. a aerman
scientist, wriuns: in the ''Meteroloriacha
Zeitachrift." From observations made
at the Dutch Meterologlcal Institute,
and from other sources of information,
this writer shows that ths Germanheavy mortars used in the attack uoon
Antwerp were beard to a distance of
139 to 142 milea but thai at distance
ot only 40 to (0 miles nothing was
nearo. The "zone of silence" avtand
ed to about 100 to 101 miles. Where
the detonations could again begin to
be heard, however they were describedsa especially violent, so much so that
tne ground seemed to tremble.

The existence of such a "zone ot
silence" appears not to have been
scientifically demonstrated previous to
the present war. It is mentioned, for
example, tnat in the wars or lSft and
1870 German commanders on several
occasions received instructions to
march to any point where they might
hear a cannonade; but they tailed to
render the expected assistance, and
their explanations were discredited
when they reported that ' they had
heard nothing, although the guns, had
been heard by other troops at still
more distant points. When Frederick
the Great defeated the Austrians near
Ueemtts in 1740 the main body of the
Austrians failed to hear the artillery
nre there and did not come to the as
aistance ef their comrades, whereas
other Austrian troops much farther
removed heard It and began their
march toward the scene of action.

. Turkieh Snipers Clever.
Tributes to the cleverness of Turkish

snipers in Galllpoll in concealing them,
selves from the British sharpshooters
are paid in a series of letters received
here from a British officer.

"The Turks," he says, "are brave
and clever. - Their snipers frequently
place small' trees en their backs and
so crawl up almost to the trenches.
Yesterday I watched a bush which ap-
peared to be shaking a lot, despite the
fact that there was no wind. I fired
into It a couple of times with, my rifle.
It moved quickly enough then.

"Some of the Turks paint them-
selves and their rifles with a slpote
green and are then practically invisi-
ble among the herbage. Snipers op-
erating In sandy or muddy soil daub
themselves from head to foot with
mud. Among the bare rocks they are
like chameleons, half green and half
a dull brown,' like a piece of sun-dri- ed

moss."
